Keep Thy Self Pure-- 
God’s Plan of Purity 
is Just the Same 





It is Easy to Find People Who Look Upon Sin as 
Being Much Worse if Committed by a Woman 
Than if Committed by a Man

(1 Tim. 5:22.) 

While the above abominations 
is for the ministry in the Church 
ef God, it would not be wrong to 
apply it to the laity as well, 

The standard of God’s Word 
is purity; purity of life, purity 
ef thought, purity of conversa- 
tion, purity in every avocation. 
ef life until those with whom 
we come in contact will realize 
that we have been with Jesus. 
God’s standard of purity is the 
game for men that it is for wom- 
en. It is easy to find people 
who look ‘upon sin as_ be- 
ing much worse if committed 
by a woman then if committed 
by. a man. 

Most parents look upon it as 
such and accept it that way, 


. and begin early with their chil- 


dren to put into practice the ac- 
cepted theory that their daugh- 
ters must be safe-guarded but 
their sons may have every privi- 
lege desired; under the delu- 
sion that boys must sow their 
wild oats, while all care - and 
precaution is taken as to the 
morals of their daughters. 

The very best company is 
picked for the girls, while the 
boys are allowed to run with 
whom they please. 

Parents not only guard their 
own conversation but are care- 
ful that their friends do the 
same thing, in the presence ot 
their girls, but think it is all 
right for the boys to stand on 
the street cormers and listen tc 
the filth and vulgar poured forth 
from the mouth of the lowest 
type of humanity, (and some 
of them are Church members) 
and never seem to be one bit 
alarmed as to their’ morals. 

Under this custom and prac- 
tice the whole social system has 
become so deepened that it is 
difficult even to get people 
aroused to the terrible conse- 
quences of this kind of training 
for their boys. 

If we expect to keep our girls 
pure we must put forth every 
effort within our power to keep 
our boys pure also. Our boys 
have no more right to curse, 
blackguard, chew tobacco, 
smoke cigarettes, and practice 
filthy, impure, and unclean 
habits, than our girls have. 
Neither of them have any right 
to do such: because God’s stan- 
dard is purity. 

Young men often curse, 
smoke, and chew, go to town 
and get drunk, visit the lowest 
dens of sin and shame in town, 
come ‘home Saturday night, 
sober up and on Sunday morn- 
ing expect to arm some pure 
girl out to church. 

He holds his head up as 
though he had _ never done a 
wrong in his life, and takes ad- 
vantage of the fact that people 
do not look on sins committed 
by boys as being anything like 
it is if committed by a girl. 

Suppose some girl should 
make just one trip like this, 
would she ever be respected any 
more during her life time? No. 
Neither ought the young man 
be respected until he repents 
and holds himself up to the 
game standard of purity of mor- 
als that young women do to be 
respected. 

Many young men live de- 
hauched lives and finally expect 
to marry the purest young wom- 





an in the community and raise 
a respectable family. 

Hither man or woman 
has lived an impure life, 
whose bodies have been ex- 
posed to the diseases conse- 
quent to such lives are not fit 
subjects for matrimony. 

Men demand purity as the 
qualifications of their life com- 
panion and the mother of their 
children. They are perfectly 
right in this if their own lives 
measure up to the same high 
standard. 

The woman who contem- 
plates matrimony has the same 
right, and should make the same 
demand for purity of him who 
asks her to share his burdens, 
grief, and happiness, wealth or 
poverty, as the case may be. The 
same sin that makes a wom- 
an a “fallen woman” makes a 
mana “fallen man.” The world 
has never changed its way since 
they brought the poor un- 
fortunate woman to Jesus and 
accused her to her face right in 
the presence of the Savior. 
Nothing was ever said to the 
Lord about her companion in 
crime. (John 8:1-11.) And who 
knows but that he had deceived 
this poor woman into the sin, 
that when found out, caused 
her to be an out-cast in the eyes 
of the world the rest of her 
life, to be shunned, rejected, 
und persecuted by the same 
people who held him in esteem 
who had caused her down-fall. 

Her partner in sin went free, 
and his crime was never men- 
tioned by the ones who accused 
the poor woman. 

When a woman once falls, 
and many times she is not so 
much tn blame, because of the 
influence thrown around her by 
some bloated libertine, often- 
times she tries to recover, she 
seeks in vain for friends, and 
often from discouragements and 
seemly with no other hope, she 
gives herself up to a life of sin 
and.shame; lives a few short 
years in a hell on earth, having 
sold her soul. dies an out-cast, 
is buried in an unmarked grave 
and goes to a harlots hell to 
suffer throughout all eternity 
while the brute who ruined her 
turns from the wreck of his 
poor helpless victim and is re- 
ceived into the open arms of 
society, is honored, sought af- 
ter and encouraged.

Do you remember that Jesus 
in one of His last commandents 
said, “Go ye into all the world 
and preach the gospel to every 
creature.”

It is Said That the Country Where Timothy Was 
__ at That Time Afforded Water of an 
Alcoholic Nature—Paul Suggested 
That He Drink Wine Instead 





We see in the remaining part 
of the verse that Timothy had 
trouble as concerning his health. 
Me seems to have gotten better 
at times, then break down 
again. Paul made mention of 
his often infirmities. Infirmity 
is the state of being weak or 
sick. Timothy was really sick 
at times, and that very often. 
His trouble seemed to have been 
that of his stomach. We ll 
know that when. the stomach 
is out of order it generally at- 
fects the whole system, the red 
corpuscles fail to riglitly form, 
therefore, the blood is incapable 
to perform its function; the liver 
becomes torpid and the whole 
system has become poisoned. 

Infirmity doesn’t every time 
mean sickness or disease, but 
this is one sense of the term 
used. At John 5:5, we find a 
certain man which had an in- 
firmity for thirty-eight years. 
Jesus asked him if he wanted to 
be made whole. Isn’t it won- 
derful that Jesus approached 
the man and asked him if he 
would be made whole? This 
shows that Jesus is very anx- 
ious to relieve suffering human- 


ity. Jesus spoke the word and 
he was immediately made 
whole. 


Luke 5, tells us about another 
man whom Jesus touched and 
healed of leprosy. Jesus told him 
to not tell it, but instead of 
keeping quiet he told it where 
he went, in so much that the 
fame went out and the multi- 
tudes came to Him to be healed 
of their infirmities. This shows 
that infirmities were something 
that could be healed. 

Luke 13:11, tells us about a 
woman that had an infirmity of 
eighteen years standing; she 
was bowed over; physicians 
more than likely would say 
“she had rheumatism.” But 
Luke said, “She had a spirit of 
infirmity.” Thousands of people 
have this spirit of infirmity; it 
is actually a spirit, an unclean 


(spirit from Satan in the flesh; 


the woman wasn’t demented, 
she was only diseased and 
doubtless suffered severe pains 
because of this spirit of in- 
firmity, but Jesus cast it out. 

At Matthew 8:17, we find that 
Jesus took our infirmities and 
bore our sickness—this state- 
ment was taken from Isaiah 53: 
4, but instead of infirmities, 
Isaiah says, “Borne our griefs,” 
and grief is translated pain; it 
would read then, “took our 
pains and bare our sickness.”’ 
We should rejoice and be glad 
tcday that we need not bear our 
pains and sicknesses any more, 
but by faith lay them on Je- 
sus just like you laid your sins 
on Him, 


Jesus, Not the Wine. 


The Syriac Version says, 
“Hereafter drink not water, but 
drink a little wine; on account 
of thy stomach and continuing 
infirmities.” Now let us notice, 
Paul didn’t say take it for your 
stomach or to heal your stom- 
ach but on account of your 
stomach. It fs said the country 
where Timothy was at that time 
afforded water of an alcoholic 





nature and was hard on his di-

gestive organs, doubtless in- 
flaming his stomach; so Paul 
Suggests that he cease drinking 
water and drink wine instead. 
Wine doesn’t mean fermented 
juice of grapes every time from 
a viewpoint of the Bible, but it 
also means the fresh juice just 
pressed from the grape. 

Jesus has borne our infirmi- 
ties, so He doesn’t mean for 
us to try to heal ourselves 
by drinking wine, but the 
wine is to be used instead of 
alcoholic water. I was at a place 
one time where the water was 
an injury to a certain patient, 
so the physician recommended 
that the lady use no more water, 
but a little grape juice instead of 
the water. 

I am sure that it is good for 
us to use good judgment about 
our eating and drinking. If you 
find that a certain food or drink 
is against your health, you 
should at once discard it and 
try something else. 

Paul sent Epaphroditus to 
Philippi, but sent him the more 
carefully because he had been 
sick. This shows us that we 
should be very careful when our 
body is weak in disease and 
sickness. We are to be wise as 
serpents. 


Art Thou in Health 
2 Sam. 20:9: 


A few years ago while I was 
living in Florida my son was 
real sick with flux. We prayed 
for him several days, but he 
srew worse and one night I 
decided that I would pray all 
night; but instead of staying 
awake I dropped off to sleep and 
dreamed that I saw a large 
alligator lying back in a hole 
in the bank of a large lake 
which was near the place we 
lived, and I was told in my 
dream that the water passed 
through this alligator’s den to 
the well where we drew . our 
water from and that this filthy 
water was the cause of my boy’s 
sickness. We had no _ other 
water to drink, so we decided 
to boil the water for him and he 
began to amend from. that 
time. My wife also dreamed 
the same night that the water 
was the trouble, We shall never 
doubt that the Lord revealed to 
us through a dream that the 
water was the primary cause of 
his sickness. 

Paul had a night vision which 
was doubtless a dream. Joel 
states that when Pentecost 
came the old men would dream 
dreams. Paul’s vision was that 
of a man pleading for him to 
come to Macedonia and help 
them; this he did and _ devils 
were cast out and many things 
were accomplished. 

Paul at another time while on 
board a great ship that was be- 
ing tossed and driven by a storm 
saw in a night vision. (doubt- 
less a dream) an angel who gave 
him special instructions and 
he gave the same to the men 
on board. He told them to take 
food and eat for it was for their 
health—Paul, though the great 
storm was on, didn’t forget the 
health of his companions.
